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Acknowledgement is made of the response and declaration filed in paper 
numbers 34 and 35. Claims 3 and 4 are pending. Amendments are entered. No 
claim is allowed at this time. The declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 filed in paper no. 
35 is insufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 3 and 4 based upon US Patents 
as set forth in the last Office action. Rejections are maintained for the same 
reasons as set forth in our previous office action. 

Applicants arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1.1 11(c) because they do 
not clearly point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims 
present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the 
objections made. Further, they do not show how the amendments avoid such 
references or objections. The declaration will be reconsidered when the arguments 
and data would be focused in an appropriate manner.
